A Parent Education Program 


At the National Convention of the NCCW diocesan dele- 

gates were urged to introduce into every deanery and into 
' every parish, a plan for “Parent Education.” Included in this 
would be the preparation of parents to instruct their pre- 
school children and to be of help to those who, by force of 
circumstances, are not able to attend a Catholic school, ele- 
mentary or high. This is so much in keeping with what I 
have recently written you that I hope that in every parish 
the women will respond one hundred per cent. 

Every lay Catholic must be an apostle, and every Catho- 
lic mother is obligated to be one especially in her own home. 

The local parish officers are willing to divide territory 
into very small districts, and assign'a sort of “block cap- 
tain” to take up a census for which the Bishop will be able 
to supply the forms, The only inquiries that will be made of 
families is the address ofefamilies; how many children under 
school age; how many of school age? In what school they are 
| enrolled, and whether they were married by a priest. 

After the selection of these block workers, the Bishop 
would have the pastor instruct them concerning the manner 
in which to proceed with this census. They are not to be 
over-inguisitive, but the pastor must tell them when a mar- 
riage, if invalid, can be validated. 

On follow-up work the matter of enrolling all the wage- 
earners in the family for parish support, for a subscription 
to Our Sunday Visitor, can be taken up. 

If one out of five ladies would be qualified for this cen- 
sus work, that number would be ample to cover the parish. 
But a movement to train the others in Catholic Action is im- 
perative, and that is why we hope that the “Parent Educa- 
tion” program will be well received. 

Only last October Pope Pius XII, speaking to the Sacred 
Roman Rota, observed: “We cannot conceal from you now 
our anxiety about the growing number of matrimonial fail- 
ures. Are not the marriage cases referred to the court a re- 
flection and a measure of the progressive disintegration of 
married life, which threatens to poison and corrupt the 
morals of our Catholic people?” 

In the long life of the NCCW in this diocese many 
leaders have been trained, and they should be given the 
greatest encouragement to train others—and every Catholic 


wife and mother should be interested in the things promoted 
by the NCCW.

Rural Overseas Program 

You have heard considerable about CROP, which stands 
for “Christian Rural Overseas Program.” For Catholics it 
is a part of the Catholic Rural Life Conference, and has the 
approval of the Bishops of the United States. It is designed 
to gather foods, chiefly wheat, condensed milk and similar 
commodities, provided mostly by farmers, to be distributed 
in Europe by three cooperating agencies. The agency for 
Catholics is the War Relief Services of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. One of the agencies is interested in the 
hon-church going population, and the other is the Lutheran 
Welfare group. - 

Even if Catholics were not represented they would be 
called on to contribute to the CROP campaign. But when

Priest-Doctor 
Leaves China 
With Record

Shanghai-—(NC)—With a rec- 
ord of 60,000 consultations in 5 
years at a rural North China hos- 
pital, a 42-year-old medical mis- 
sionary, the Rev. Marcel Lichten- 
berger, $.J., has left here by plane 
for France. 

Father Lichtenberger is a phy- 
sician, and. was director of the 
Catholic hospital in the mission of 
Sienhsien, Hopei province. !n thot 
capacity, since 1942, the young 
Belgian priest gave 60,000 indi- 
vidual consultations and treat- 
ments. 

During the Sino-Japanese war, 
in Japanese-occupied Sienhsien, he 
often performed surgical opera- 
tions and gave medical treatment 
to wounded communist soldiers at 
great risk to his own life. 

The priest operated 102 cases 
of cataract. ‘One of my most con- 
soling experiences,”’ he said, “was 
an operation that restored sight 
to a woman who had been blind 
for 20 years. After the opera- 
tion, she saw for the first time 
the fece of her 17-year-old son, 
recognizing him only by his voice 
when he began to speak.” 

Father Lichtenberger, influen- 
tial because of his extensive and 
skillful medical aid, was impris- 
oned seven times by communists 
since they took over the Sienhsien 
area at the end of the Japanese 
wor. Before his last imprison-

Of Moral Law 


Challenges Profession 
At First Meeting Of 
Serra Club, So. Bend 


Notre Dame, Ind.—In a blunt 
challenge to the legal profession, 
Dean Clarence E, Manion of the 
Notre Dame College of Law said 
on September 24, that “too many 
American lawyers are shockingly 
and. tragically ignorant of the fact 
that the moral law and religion 
constitute the basis of our legal 
system.” 

Dean Manion spoke at the first 
fall luncheon meeting of the Serra 
Club of South Bend at the Hotel 
LaSalle. He was introduced by 
Judge G. A. Farabaugh, his for- 
mer professor at Notre Dame and 
widely-known South Bend attor- 
ney. 

This ignorance of the inextri- 
cable relationship between reli- 
gion and American law, he charg- 
ed, is particularly noticeable 
among lawyers who have gradu- 
ated from law school in the last 
25 years. These lawyers forget 
or ignore the principles of the 
moral law and religion insisted 
on by Blackstone, the father of 
our legal system, and in the De- 
claration of Independence, the 
Notre Dame dean insisted. 

“There is a growing impression 
among many secular-minded law- 
yers that law, government and 
secular pursuits have no relation 
to the moral law or religion,” 
Dean Manion added, “This is a 
gross perversion of the truth. It 
is my conviction that unless there 
is a renewed public consciousness 
in the inseparable relationship be- 
tween religion and law in this 
country, our democratic system 
may suffer irreparable harm. 

Emphasizing the American 
founding fathers’ faith in God and 
their repeated references to Him 
in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, Dean Manion: continued, in 
art: 

“Strictly speaking there can be 
no such thing as a purely secular 
study of law in the United States. 
Religion is the major component 
of our legal blood stream. Thus, 
legal ethics, which we have fre- 
quently regarded as a mere branch 
of the law, is really the warp and 
woof of our entire legal fabric... 

“From man’s inherent equality 
before God, the American demo- 
cratic doctrine of equality before 
the law is a natural and inescap- 
able deduction. It must be for- 
ever remembered that without the 
first doctrine the second becomes 
meaningless.” 

Dean Manion also. said that one 
of the’ greatest contributions 
American law schools can make to 
a peaceful and better world is 
“the projection of our law in its 
true, God-related perspective.” 

“Too many of us have forgotten 
that is the United States, law is an 
agency for the protection of God’s 
gifts. This is to say that in Amer- 
ican jurisprudence all rights come 
from God, and their exercises is 
limited only by the duty that God 
has imposed upon each of us to 
respect the equal rights of others.”

Trials In China 
Change To Keep 
Alive Struggle

Peiping, China—The new round 
of mob trials or “tou chengs,” now 
being promoted by communist au- 
thorities in southern Chahar pro- 
vince indicates a puzzling change 
in the cast of characters in the 
past two years, according to ref- 
ugees from the area. 


Until communists were driven 
from Yuhsien, 120 miles west cf 
here, in October, 1946, they carried 
out their mob-trial program 
through the “Pinmin Hui,” or 
Poor People’s Clubs. They urged 
the landless to bring to trial and 
to pauperize any family which 
owned more than 20 mou (three 
and one half acres) of land. All 
these mob trials are conducted 
like lynchings, except that they are 
more highly organized and more 
frequent than lynchings ever were. 
Sometimes victims are not killed, 
but almost always they are left 
destitute, 


Since March, 1948, when Reds 
reoccupied this area, they have or- 
ganized impoverished former land- 
holders into “Hsin Nung Hui,” or 
New Peasants’ Clubs. They com- 
pel these clubs to conduct mob 
trials against any persons with 
enough means to assure themsel- 
ves of a full meal of millet and 
potatoes every day. 


To be free from threat of “tou 
chengs” in this region, everyone 
must be content with meals of the 
common diet of thin gruel, refu- 
gees affirm. 

The communist officials say that 
the poor who profited by the first 
expropriations abused their pos- 
sessions. They call the new move- 
ment the counter class-struggle. 


Impoverished landholders are 
forced into the New Peasants’ 
clubs, and into taking part in the 
trials, under threat of prosecution 
for being feudalists and entertain- 
mg. wrong thoughts.

Fidel Horacio Moreno, 
Navy chaplain, an: Carlos Grandi, 
parish priests at the church of 
Our Lady here, had anything to 
do with the plot. The third priest, 
the Rev. Victor Jorge Farias, also 
a Navy chaplain, ‘s still being de- 
tained pending further investiga- 
tions. Because of his Navy sta- 
tus, Father Moreno is also being 
detained by military authorities. 


When arrest of the priests was 
first announced, the Argentine 
Hierarchy issued a statement de- 
nouncing the plot and barring the 
priests from exercising their min- 
istry pending clarification of their 
alleged complicity. 

After Judge Palma announced 
the release of two priests, His Em- 
inence Jaime Cardinal Copello, 
Archbishop of Buenos Aires, issued 
a statement expressing joy at the 
judge’s decree and restoring the 
faculties of Father Grandi, a priest 
of his archdiocese. The Cardinal 
also criticized those newspapers 
and radio stations which had used 
the allegations against the priests 
as a basis for attacking the Church.

While street preaching among 
the Tarheels of North Carolina, 
the China of America, we too had 
the same experience; meeting 
natives who had never even heard 
of the Catholic Church. After a 
month of preaching in these moun- 
tain settlements, we realized that 
we had scarcely scratched the 
surface. 

It comes as a surprise to the 
Catholics of the North to learn 
that nowhere in the world is 
mission work so badly needed as 
right here in our own country. 
There are vast areas in the South 
and West where the percentage 
of Catholics is smaller than that 
in China. 


The China Of America 


Take, for instance, St. John’s 
mission at Waynesville, N.. C. 
Here is a parish which embraces 
eight counties with an area of 
3,457 square miles and a popula- 
tion of 160,000 people, of whom 
only 80—one out of every 2,000 
persons—are Catholic, Waynes- 
ville has the only resident priest 
in an area that stretches from 
Knoxville, Tennessee, on the north, 
to Atlanta, Georgia, on the south: 
and from Asheville, North Caroli- 
na, on the east, to approximately 
Chattanooga, Tennessee on the 
west. 

This territory contains a total 
population of 1,000,000 people and 
covers an area of 25,000 square 
miles—the size of Eire, or Mass- 
achusetts, Connecticut, Vermont 
and Rhode Island combined. In 
contrast with two Catholic church- 
es in this area, there are no fewer 
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than 3,000 non-Catholic ones.

A Mirror Of South 


St. John’s Mission at Waynes- 
ville mirrors the condition gener- 
ally of the Catholic Church in 
North Carolina. ‘ This state is 
probably the most non-Catholic 
area in the United States. Out 
of a total “G6 hago g of 3,57L- 
623 people, there are only 13,464 
Catholics, scarcely one-third of 
one-percent, less than the percent- 
age of Catholics in China and in 
Africa. There are 43 counties in 
the state with no Catholic church 
at all. The average congregation 
numbers only 46 people. 


The condition in the neighboring 
state of Georgia is much the same. 
So rarified is the Catholic popu- 
lation that only 16 out of the 
state’s 159 counties have sufficient 
Catholics to make possible a resi- 
dent priest. In three of those 16 
counties, Catholics number fewer 
than 50. 

We had just finishing sayin 
Mass one Sunday at St. Andrew's 
church in Chicago when we met 
the Most Rev. Eugene McGuinness, 
then Bishop of Raleigh. He was 
there soliciting funds for his 
needy missions. 


“Father,” he said, “I’m going 
to startle the parishioners at 
Mass this morning.”

|'How Japan’s Ex-Premier 
‘Views Communism 


44 T seems that the Communist 

Party leaders are the hard- 
-est-working people in Japan,” for- 
'mer Prime Minister Kijuro Shide- 
‘hara, Honorary President of the 
‘Democratic Liberal Party, stated in 
an interview published Sept. 8 in 
Osaka Mainichi. He expressed the 
view that “the doctrine of Com- 
munism constitutes no- serious 
danger in Japan” but that distur- 
bances like those in Malaya, Indo- 
china and other parts of the Far 
East might occur in Japan through 
“people being misled” by “subver- 
sive elements” under false preten- 


It is necessary, Mr. Shidehara 
pointed out, to enlighten the Jap- 
anese people as to what living con- 
ditions are like in the Soviet 
Union and in those parts of China 
where Communists are in control.

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Believe lt Or Not 
Record Proves Ripley Wrong 
In Statement Un Columbus

1*477-OLUMBUS died without knowing that he had discovered a new 

world.” So says Ripley in one of his ‘Believe-it-or-nots.” 
Further, the believe-it-or-not goes on, Columbus never even “touched 
foot” on the American mainland. 

Let’s look at the record. 

The Santa Fe contract, made in Granada, between Ferdinand and 
Isabella on one side, and Columbus on the other, shows that Columbus 
had a definite idea of what he sought. Naturally, the contract con- 
tains nothing to indicate a new world such as we now know North 
America and South America to be—a distinct and separate continen- 
tal mass. After all, the term “new world” is a matter of language. 
In the words of. a philosopher, “define your terms before I argue 
with you.” Columbus knew he had discovered new regions,.and in 
his later negotiations with Ferdinand he tried to protect and insure 
his own and his children’s interest in his discoveries. 

While hardly realizing the full extent of his discoveries, Colum- 
bus and the court of Castile-and-Leon knew and appreciated that 
the new lands were more than mere islands. For instance, take a 
royal decree, issued at Barcelona May 28, 1493; it speaks of “otro 
islas e Tierra-firme descubierto”—that is, “other islands and main- 
land discovered.” In another decree the Sovereigns refer to “Nuestro 
Almirante de las Isla’ e Tierra-firme for Nuestro Mandado des- 
cobierto e por descobrir”; or “our admiral of the islands and mainiand 
discovered by our command and to be discovered.” A further royal 
decree, of 1497, instructs Columbus about expenditures “para las islas 
e Tierra-firme descobierto”; that is, “in regard to the islands and 
mainland discovered.” 


His Third Voyage 

On the Third Voyage, Columbus coasted the shores of the Gulf 
of Paria, at the top of South America, and took possession of the 
coast in the name of Ferdinand and Isabella. He landed at every 
dominant headland, erected a cross and formally proclaimed the 
soil to belong to his sovereigns. When the first headland was reached, 
August 10, 1498, Columbus was ill and did not go ashore, but he 
conducted the subsequent landings at the other headlands, and made 
the traditional necessary proclamations. He landed at frequent places 
on the Gulf of Paria, held interviews with the natives, and obtained 
large quantities of pearls. 4

Conscious, Deliberate and

It was on this Fourth Voyage 
that Columbus discovered and 
landed at Porto Bello, which lies 
on the isthmian mainland a short 
distance from the Atlantic end of 
our Panama Canal. He also land- 
ed in the present state of Veragua, 
of the Republic of Panama, which 
is a part of the Isthmus, and he 
so named it. It was January 6, 
1503, the day of the Epiphany, 
when he set foot on Veragua, and 
appropriately he named the place 
Belen, or Bethlehem, in honor of 
the day.

Smart Reporter Missed Scoop 


ITH the world series in full blast for the 44th time since the New 

York Giants and Philadelphia Athletics met in the first official 

one in 1905, it might be of some interest now to relate how a smart 

young sports writer at one of those series could have scooped the 

world with the first story of a “peculiar” series, but who, because he 

was so smart, disbelieved the evidence of his own eyes and allowed the 
story to break nearly a year later—from other sources, of course, 

It was the 1919 world series between the Cincinnati . Reds 
and the Chicago White Sox, who later were to go down in ignominy 
as the Black Sox; the only crooked team in the history of major 
league baseball. Not all of them, of course. Fellows like Catcher 
Ray Schalk, Pitchers Dickie Kerr and Red Faber, Infielder Eddie 
Collins and Outfielders Nemo Liebold and John Collins, among a 
number of others on the roster, were entirely honest and above 

“suspicion. The few who weren't, were the ones who brought the 
game into disrepute for awhile. 

On the morning of the first game of that series, in Cincinnati, I w 
talking with the late Attorney Billy Brennen of Pittsburgh, a rabi 
baseball fan who had planned on attending the series with his old 
friend, Frank Hering, then national president of the Fraternal Order 
of Eagles and editor of the Eagles’ national magazine. Mr. Hering, 
whose death occurred several years ago, was also quite a baseball fan, 
and seemed to enjoy the games more when he could back his judgment 
with a few bob. He wasn’t a gambler in the sense that the term is 
usually employed, but he could afford to win or lose a few dollars on 
the outcome of a ball game, so occasionally made a friendly wager. 

Like practically every other baseball fan in Cincinnati that 
morning, Mr, Hering favored the White Sox to win the opening game 
as well as the series. Naturally, he wanted to put his money on the 
Chicago team, but, then, so did nearly everyone else, and it was ex- 
tremely difficult to lay a bet if you didn’t also give practically prohibi- 
tive odds. I say “nearly everyone else’ wanted to bet on the Chicago 
team, because Mr. Brennen had heard things around his hotel which 
urged him to caution Mr. Hering to take it easy on the betting. 


Brennen Suspected 


“A group of New York gamblers,” Mr. Brennen said, “has thous- 
ands of dollars to bet on Cincinnati to win this first game, and I hear 
they are betting the same way on the outcome of the series. There’s 
something in the air, Frank; I’m not sure just what it is, but if I were 
you I’d keep my money in my pocket.” 

Well, Mr. Hering was flabbergasted: not at the warning he was 
receiving, but at Mr. Brennen for being so naive as to believe that | 
ANY ball game could be thrown, let alone a world series game. Guess | 
who agreed enthusiastically with Mr. Hering and joined him im ridicul-' 
ing Mr. Brennen for even. entertaining such absurd thoughts? 

“Listen, you two,” Mr. Brennen continued, in effect, “these 
professional gamblers are.out to win at any cost; they have no 
ethics, no honesty, nothing. Most of them never made an honest 
dollar in their lives, and they’re too old to start now. They know, 
ad well as anyone else, that the Cincinnati team has no chance 
to beat Chicago if the games are honestly played. After all, 
they are not dummies. I tell you they are betting large sums on 
Cincinnati, and are being given luscious odds, to boot. And if I 
know professional gamblers and their crooked ways at all, ’'m sure 
a deal has been cooked up which will see these crooks clean up 
all over the country. What they can bet and win here will be a 
trifle compared to what they'll clean up in gambling joints all 
over the country by having ‘shills’ bet for them. Remember, too, 
they are not only betting on Cincinnati to win the first game, but 
to win the series, too. They ‘know something’ evidently. What it 
is I don’t know, and I’m just as reluctant as you are to believe it, 
but I've seen with my own eyes and heard with my own ears, | 
and now I’m waiting for this afternoon’s game to find out what | 
they are up to.” | 

Well, Mr. Hering and the smart young sports writer laughed Mr. 
Brennen's fears to scorn. The very thought that any big league ball | 
player would be crooked was just too silly to entertain. So, Mr. Hering 
hastened to the hotel in question and made what to the smart young | 
sports writer was a very sizeable bet. The smart young sports writer, | 
being fresh out of folding money for wagering purposes, as usual, made | 
no bets, but was of a mind to negotiate a loan from his friend Mr. | 
Hering and do handsomely by himself, 

“What,” the smart young sports writer asked himself,

The smart young sports writer could see visions of spending his|

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all new to her pastor and to her parents. They were puzzled, 
and the pastor came with the Holy Oils to anoint her, be- 
lieving that her intense suffering must end in death. But 
he decided to wait to see whether her ecstasies would cease. 
They did cease at three o’clock, and observing that she be- 
came suddenly stronger, he omitted to give her Extreme 
Unction. Later on the same day she suffered severe pain in 
both hands and feet, and it was discovered, upon examina- 
tion, that she had all the five wounds. 

Theresa’s parents might have read about other persons 
having had the stigmata, but if they did they did not identify 
the wounds in their daughter’s hands and feet and side 
with the stigmata of Christ. They sent for their physician, 


the salve only aggravated the wounds and made them un- 
bearably painful. On several occasions her parents repre- 
sented to the physician that the wounds had become more 


before the same was applied. The physician made the same 
observation, but declared that there was nothing of an in- 
jurious character in the salve, nothing that would warrant 
an aggravation of the condition. Hence he urged them to 
try the remedy a little longer. Noting how terrible her 
daughter’s sufferings became, the mother was noticeably 
worried and saddened. Theresa could not help observing the 
excitement and confusion whenever the doctor looked at her 
wounds, and, for her mother’s sake, she petitioned the Little 
Flower to indicate by some sign whether she should con- 
tinue to use the salve or not. Her prayers were immediately 
heard: she felt the bandages loosening from her several 
wounds, and upon their removal, it was noticed that a scab 


wounds stopped bleeding, although they were never healed 
except on the surface, and on this account were a source of 
almost constant pain. 

On the first Friday of November, 1926, three wounds 
appeared on her head corresponding with wounds created 
by the thorns in Christ’s head. They also bled freely. 

Two weeks later, on Friday, November 19, she became 
ill after going through the Passion with her Savior. All 
strength left her, her extremities became cold, her breath- 
ing scarcely perceptible. The pastor said the prayers for 
the dying. But all of a sudden she raised herself, went into 
an ecstasy, heard the Little Flower tell her that she was not 
ready to die, and that she still had very much to suffer in 
the interest of conversions. On this day her head wounds 
increased in number from three to eight. Despite her alarm- 
ing illness that day she was up and around the next day. 

From that time on whenever Theresa suffered with her 
Savior on Friday she would bleed from her side, from her 
eyes and from her head. During Lent she would also bleed 
from her hands and feet, and from a severe wound on her 
shoulder corresponding to a wound created on our Savior’s 
shoulder by His heavy cross. She also bleeds from her back 
during Lent while she witnesses the scourging of Christ. 

The wounds, therefore, did not come to Theresa Neu- 
mann by any auto-suggestion or through any hysterical con- 
dition. They came to her against her will, and remained with 
her despite everything she tried to do to heal them. 

The Little Flower appeared to Theresa both on the day 
of her beatification and on the day of her canonization. She 
had a picture of St. Theresa of Lisieux hanging on the wall 
of her room, : 

As you are probably aware everything was done to try 
to explain these phenomena by natural means. On one occa- 
sion three Nuns were deputed by civil authorities to be with 
her every moment of the day and night for three weeks to 
see whether she partook of any food or drink and, at the 
end of this time, they testified that she did not. 

The Church has never pronounced on the supernatural 
character of her experiences, but Pope Pius XI was himself 
thoroughly convinced that they were supernatural.
